banner hanging and a plaque screw-

Windsor Castle. N After nine years of 
restoration, at ft cost o£ more than 
1 million 'dollars (much of it sup- 
plied by American Anglophiles) this 
shrine of British chivalry was re- 
opened recently in the presence of 
George V and the "Lady of the 
Garter" (Queen Mary.) 


Sir Austen Chamberlain, the only

who is not a peer, sat with the crim-

(International Nows Service) 
DENVER, Col., July 17,—There 
was a li mp in the throat of many 
a Denver patrolman recently when 
the horses which they had been rid­ 
ing for years were put on the auc­ 
tion block upon orders from the 
city administration. The horses were 
replaced by motorcycles.

years 
Denver 
people hav e; 
beta used to seeing the handsome 
horses of the mounted force patrol- j 
ling the downtown section amid the 
din of motor vehicles and the noise 
of pedestrian traffic. Many are the 
persons who have stopped to give 
“Rusty” or “Tony” a lump of sug­ 
ar, or pat the neck of “Rex” or 
"Boots”. Now all that is ended and 
18 beautiful saddle horses will be 
seen on the streets no more. 
Instead they will graze in open 
pastures, or 
follow shady bridle­ 
paths carrying perhaps a lady in a 
riding 
habit, 
instead of a bluff, 
blue-coated policeman. 


Sentiment, seldom in evidence at 
a horse sale, was paramount as the 
sleek mounts were led one by one 
upon the block. When whitehaired 
Captain George Merritt, for many 
years the leader of the mounted 
squad, sat in the saddle on his horse 
“Dick" as he crossed the auction 
block 
at $140. the bidding rose 
above $100 for the first time 
The 18 horses sold for a total of 
$1,946. an average of more than $108 
a price far above market. 
Even the saddles sold far above 
average. 
One sold for $36. 
The 
average price for a saddle is around 
$20. 
All 
of 
the police officers who 
have ridden the horses were at the 
auction. 
As the horses were placed 
on the block these men boasted of 
the qualities of their old friends and 
companions. It was not part of the 
program, but a real appreciation for 
¡long, faithful service. 


When the auction was over, one 
officer said: 
“The horses will live like gentle­ 
men now.”

The climute and jungle 
alone offer enormous handicaps. In 
addition, 
there Is 
always 
danger 
from hostile tribes who might re­ 
sent intrusion into their isolated 
country. 
The rescue of buried cities from 
their jungle grave is of manifold 
importance. The government views 
it from a standpoint of enhanced 
tourist attraction and the expansion 
of historical data on native civiliza­ 
tion; scientits have their eye on the 
enormous quantities of data they 
believe to have been hidden by thè 
ancients to ¡prevent its destruction 
by Cortes and others who invaded ¡ 
the land with fire and sword in an 
effort to wipe out heathen civiliza- ¡ 
tion. 
The govenrm rnt’s 1931 exploration 
program in itself reads like a book 
of romance and adventure. It in ­ 
cludes uncovering of the two newly 
discovered Tolec fortified cities in 
the State of Queretaro, of the “P ath­ 
way of the D ead” near Mexico City, 
clearing and reconstruction of the 
Mayan city of Patleque in Chiapas 
■ and the newiy found pyramid at 
Mayan Uxmal in Yucatan, and ad- ! : 
ditional explorations at the Zapotee 
site of Monte Alban in Oaxacas. 
The famous Mayan ruin of Chic- 
hen Itza, Yucatan, will be com plete­ 
ly rebuilt. 
Most interesting of the projects 
are the two sites of Toluquilla and 
Ranas, perched on high cliffs a score 
of miles apart in the Sierra Gorda 
mountains of Queretaro. They are 
veritable fortress cities whose only 
approaches are defended by double 
and triple walls of such thickness 
that even Spanish cannons proved 
futile assault weapons. 
Mysteriously 
abandoned 
bv 
an 
early civilization, the jungle growth 
scon hid them from sight and en ­ 
meshed them in almost im penetra- ! 
ble vegetation, shielding from the 
outside world a probable treasure 
house of data and precious objects. 
According to archeoiogists in charge 
of the explorations, evidence found 
up to now indicates that these two 
sites may prove to be most im port­ 
ant as yet found in Mexico. 
Excavations revealed a 
mixture 
of Toltec and Totonac cultures, sug­ 
gesting a possible conquet by one 
tribe and subsequent mastery of the 
r e g i o n . 
Beautifully 
sculptured 
"yokes,” 
mysterious 
stone 
objects 
resembling a yoke for oxen, have 
been found. It is the common belief 
that these horseshoc-shaped pieces 
were used to weigh down fhe head 
of victims in human sacrifice. 
The Toltecs and Totonacs ante­ 
dated the Aztecs, lords of middle 
Mexico long before Columbus reach­ 
ed American shores to herald the 
later conquest of the M exican coun­ 
try by Spain. The Toltecs became so 
powerful that they conquered the 
I Mayas of Yucatan, 1000 miles away 
Excavation of the "Pathway of 
the Dead,” one of the best known 
of archeological fields, has long been 
awaited with much interest. Nearly 
a mile and one-half in length, it 
starts on the south side of the "Pyr­ 
amid of the M oon” and continues 
in a lane lined on both sides with 
artificial mounds. Stone sarcophagi 
discovered in these mounds contain­ 
ed human bones and relics buried 
with the dead in ancient times. 
Twenty acres of the ruined M ay­ 
an town of Palenque, containing 
some of that civilization’s best art 
examples, have been dug from the 
thick forest that crept over it in 
succeeding 
centuries. 
Excavation 
work there is progressing rapidly. 
The new pyramid found by the 
Tulane 
University 
expedition 
at 
Uxmal last year will be entirely re­ 
built. Its discovery was considered 
an archeological find of primary 
importance.

No iron suitable for its trackage be­ 
ing available in this country, the 
railroad’s first president.

"John Bull” engine, made in Eng­ 
land, carried the first passengers by 
steam in the state of New Jersey 
ever the Camden Sc Amboy a short 
distance out of Bordentown on No­ 
vember 12. 1831. A large party braved 
the uncertainties of the new means 
of transport, including m any mem­ 
bers of the New’ Jersey legislature, 
prom inent business and professional 
men and society leaders. 
M adame M urat, wife of Prince 
M urat, a nephew’ of Napoleon Bon­ 
aparte, who was then living in Bor­ 
dentown. made the first trip, gain­ 
ing the distinction of being the first 
woman to ride on a train hauled by 
a steam locomotive in New Jersey. 
The "John Bull”, now preserved 
to history in the Sm ithsonian In ­ 
stitution a t W ashington, 
was 
the 
fourth steam engine in this coun­ 
try to haul cars carrying passengers. 
The first w’as the "Stourbridge Lion" 
which made a trial trip in August 
1829, from Honesdale to Carbondale, 
Pa., on the Delaware Sc Hudson rail­ 
road; the second 
was 
the "Best 
Friend of Charleston,'* which made 
a short run on the Charleston & 
Hamburg railroad in South Carolina 
in November, 1930, and the third was 
an unnam ed engine which hauled 
a train over the Mohawk & Hudson 1 
railroad between Albany and Sche­ 
nectady, N. Y.. in August, 1831, a n ­ 
tedating the "John Bull’’ by three 
months.

Most interesting of the projects 


are the two sites of Toluquilla and 
Ranas, perched on high cliffs a score 
of miles apart in the Sierra Gorda 
mountains of Queretaro. They are 
veritable fortress cities whose only 
approaches are defended by double 
and triple walls of such thickness 
that even Spanish cannons proved 
futile assault weapons.

The Toltecs became so 
powerful that they conquered the 
Mayas of Yucatan, 1000 miles away. 


Excavation of the "Pathway of, 


the Dead." one of the best known i 
of archeological fields, has long been 
awaited with much interest. Nearly 
a mile and one-half in length, it 
starts on the south side of the "Pyr- 
amid of the Moon" and continues 
in a lane lined on both sides with 
artificial mounds. Stone sarcophagi 
discovered in these mounds contain- 
ed human bones and relics buried 
with the doad in ancient times.

FILLING IN THE GAPS 
Flower 
growers 
are 
frequently 
confronted wtih gaps in their flower 
beds or borders when one thing or 
another causes flowers to die. How 
to fill these gaps is a problem both­ 
ering many just now. 
There are 
three general methods of replace­ 
ment, the Bureau of Plant Indusry 
finds 
In some cases it is possible to plant 
flower seeds. If the season is favor­ 
able, these will grow’ rapidly and pro­ 
vide late blooms. 
Among flower 
seeds which may be sown this way 
are the calendula, mignonette, gyp- 
sophila, candytuft, annual larkspur, 
shirley poppy, alyssum and corn­ 
flower, which will flower even now in 
the northern states, if we have a 
normal fall.

"What foods are fattening?" is 


a question often asked me. 


The answer is that all foods are 


fatening if you take enough of them. 


But what the question means is 


whether there are certain, foods that 
more easily 
others. 


turn into 
fat 
than 


simple form such as orange juice or 
table sugar, or whether in complex 
molecules as in lettuce or tomatoes. 
But if eaten in the form of lettuce 
it takes a longer time for the diges- 
tion to reduce the starch to a simple 
form and hence the absorption rate 
is slower. 


The glucose gets to the liver in 
Fats probably correspond to this | small quantities from the vegetables 


better than any other food. Fats 
yeild a high amount oi energy— 
nearly twice as high as any other 
form of food *nd hence produce a 
great deal of excess energy. This 
excess is not always used up and is 
stored in the form 
of body fat. 


Hence, as I suggested yesterday, the 
easiest simple first step in a reduc- 
ing diet is to eliminate butter and 
cream. 


Sugars and starches were once 


supposed to be more fattening than 
anything else. Most nutrition ex- 
perts have now abandoned this idea 
in favor of the greater weight- pro- 
ducing qualities of fat. 


But still the sugars and starches 


have strongly fattening qualities 
And the simpler the form in which 
they are eaten the more is this 
likely to be the case. 


All starches and sugars are re- 


duced to a very simple sugar—glu- 


and some time after digestion, In 
the case of sugar or candy, on the 
other hand they are quickly reduced 
and large amounts of glucose enter 
the liver immediately. When this 
happens the machinery has more on 
hand than it can use and apparently 
the excess is converted into the stor- 
age material of the body—fat. 


For these reasons we conclude 


that the least fattening foods are 
the green vegetables and berries. 
This is true partly :because in eating 
them they fill you up quickly and 
diminish 
the 
sense 
of 
hunger. 


Candy and meat and fats such as 
salad dressings have a "come on" 
quality that makes you eat more 
than you really need—a 
common 


habit after thirty-five, anyway.

Bus Drivers 


In order to safeguard the lives of 


school children, drivers of all school 
buses must be at least twenty-one 
years of age. The same age require- 
ment also applies to operators of 
buses or other motor vehicles used 
for the transportation of pay pas- 
sengers. 


The amended code also settles the 


question as tq the proper side for an 
automobile operator to pass a monu- 
ment, grass plot, or any other per- 
manent structure other than a traf- 
! fie device that has been set up at a 
| highway intersection. Local auth- 
orities are empowered to direct traf- 
fic to keep to the right of such per- 
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interest to the smaller communities 
of the State. Some of these were 
summarized today by officials of 
the Bureau of Motor Vehicles. 


Boroughs and incorporated towns 


and cities now have a financial as 
well as a safety interest in enforcing 
traffic control at "Thru Highways" 
and "Stop" intersections within their 
limits. By an amendment to the 
code all fines, penalties and bail 
forfeited resulting from violation of 
"Thru Highways" and "Stop" signs 
within the limits of such divisions 
are now to be paid to the treasurer 
of the division in which the offense 
occurred. 


Funds resulting from such fines 


are to be used in the construction, 
repair and maintenance of 
high- 


ways. Heretofore, such money was 
collected by the local authorities 
and turne-d over to the State. Other 
fines collected are disposed of In 
according with old code. 


Establishment of "Thru 
High- 


ways" has been extended to give that 
authority to counties on approval

HE story of the fight against 
the 
Japanese 
beetle 
is 
as 
entrancing as the history of a 
military

The Japanese beetle 
will 
exist, in all probability,

end of time. 
W hat is hoped to do, however, is to 
colonize so many 
of

enemies that the beetle will no longer 
bo a menace. 
It is a 
fight of bug 
against bug. 
Introduction Accidental. 


When the 
grubs of the Japanese 
beetle were accidentally introduced 
into Burlington county, New Jersey, 
in 
a 
nursery* 
importation 
ir 
the 


years prior to 1916, they found none 
of their 
hereditary 
enemies 
which 
feed upon them in their native J a ­ 
pan. 
For once 
in 
the 
millions of 
years of their existence, every grub 
became a beetle instead of maybe five 
or ten out of a hundred. 
The beetle 
had come to the United States, but 
not its enemies. 
The perfect balance 
in nature, which forbids one kind of 
bug 
to 
become 
unduly numerous, 
was 
removed. 
There are 
many, 
many bugs which would become ob­ 
noxious under these circumstances. 
In experiments performed in Wash­ 
ington some years ago, it was found 
that from 95 to 97 native caterpillars 
out of a hundred were killed by p ara­ 
sites. 
When the Japanese beetle became 


firmly established here, the govern­ 


ment scientists 
saw 
that 
the only 
чау to combat it was to import from 
Japan the parasite which attack and 
keep it under control in that country.

type of house fly and with minute 
grayish stripes running horizontally 
along its body, is responsible for the 
death of 50 per cent of the Japanese 
beetles in its native home.

Science Successfully 


Fights Pest With 


Parasite 


T 


HE story of the Cght against 


the Japanese 
beetle is as 


entrancing as the history of a 


military 
campaign. 
The 
idea of 


stamping out the pest has long since 
been given up. The Japanese beetle 
•will exist, in all probability, in the 
United States to the 
end of time. 


What is hoped to do, however, is to 
colonize so many 
o£ the 
insect's 


enemies that the beetle will no longer 
be a menace. 
It is a 
fight of bug 


against bug. 


• 
Introduction Accidental. 


When the gnibs of the Japanese 


beetle -were accidentally introduced 
into Burlington county, New Jersey, 
in a nursery importation in the 


years prior to 191G, they round none 
Of their hereditary enemies whicti 
feed upon them in their native Ja- 
pan. For once in the 
millions of 


years of their existence, every grub 
became a beetle instead of 'maybe five 
or ten out o£ a hundred. The beetle 
had come to the United States, but 
not its enemies. The perfect balance 
in nature, which forbids one kind of 
bug 
to become unduly numerous, 


was 
removed. 
There are 
many, 


many bugs which would become ob- 
noxious under these 'circumstances. 
In experiments performed in Wash- 
ington some years ago, it was found 
that from 95 to 97 native caterpillars 
out of a hundred were killed by para- 
sites. 


When the Japanese beetle became 


firmly established here, the govern- 
ment scientists 
saw that the only 


way to combat it was to import from 
Japan the parasite which attack and 
keep it under control in that country. 
In Japan bean beetle, as it Is caJIea 
there, is not considered a pest. 


Numerous enemies 
of the bett'e 


were discovered and catalogued anc 
literally tons of grubs and bugs 


sliipped to the United States. Some 
were unable to stand the climate anc 
died, while others thrived and in- 
creased in ever-greater profusion. 
Then, too, before any of the crea- 
tures could be released to feed upon 
the beetle, it had to be determined 
beyond a shadow of a doubt that they 
would not be equal or greater pests 
than the beetles themselves. 


Looks Like House Fly. 


The chief foe or parasite of the 


beetle was found to be a little insect 
known to scientists as the centeter 
cinera, a fly belonging to the Tashnid 
group of insects. 
This creature, 


somewhat smaller than the ordinary 
type of house fly and with minute 
grayish stripes running horizontally 
along its body, is responsible for the 
death of 50 per cent of the Japanese 
beetles in its native home. The fly 
lays a number of little whiteish eggs 
just behind the head of the beetle. 


In a short while they hatch, and tne 
tiny baby grubs enter the body of the 
host and immediately begin filling 
their stomachs with Japanese beetle 
meat 
The pest becomes sick and 


enters the ground, dying in six days 
from the time the Dy

Europe, another system was used 
down to 1809. At the time of the 
equinoxes, day and night were di- 
vided into 12 hours equally; day- 
time beginning at sundown, Tiot 
noon. But as winter came on and 
the days grew shorter the hours al- 
loted to day were cut off so that, in 


I December, night hours were num-

hours.
